In announcing his decision not to heed a 


subpoena to appear before the House Un- 
American Activities Comrr/ttee for question- 


the late Harry Dexter White, former Presi- 
dent Truman said this: 


"In spite of my personal willingness to co- 


operate with you, I am constrained by my 
duties to the people of the United States to 
decline to reply." 


The former President said he was following 


the Constitution of the United States and 
precedents set since 1796 in refusing to honor 
the 
committee's 
summons. Whether the 


former President intended to leave a door 
open for a voluntary appearance by way of 
invitation from the committee was not clear 
immediately. He can perform a very great, a 
very distinguished public 
service 
for the 


American people, however, simply by waiv- 
ing any of the legal or constitutional questions 
which the committee's summons may raise, 
by subjecting 
himself to the committee's 


questioning. 


We are quite sure that a great many people 


are weary—terribly weary—of a controversy 
that seems to mount in fury' and confusion 
month after month—that contributes only to 
misunderstanding. 
Mr. Brownell, the attor- 


ney general, has sought to clarify his position,

the farmer today is no ex- 
ception when it comes to 
bigger 
harvests, 
better 


land management, and a 


greater measure of security for himself and 
his family. There in the last analysis is the 
real core of what loosely in pftesent-day dis- 
cussion is called the farm problem. 
Is it 


strange that in the rural areas of Nebraska 
and of other agricultural states, the hope is 
for a richer rural life? 
Is it fuzzy thinking 


or the most real of facts in any realistic ap- 
proach to current farm discussion to recog- 
nize that uncounted thousands of young husky 
"air. A's." are confronted with factors which 
no other generation of farmers starting out 
on the land faced. There is this matter of 
capital investment. It makes no difference in 
what direction young "Mr. A." looks. When 
it comes both to initial capital investment and 
sound operation, young "Mr. A." of 1953 must 
have an infinitely larger amount of cash if he 
expects to launch himself successfully than his 
grandfather ahead of him required.

Young "Mr. A." of 1953 takes his place on 


the farm in an age of vastly improved farm 
equipment—an age of improved seed—an age 
when the aging land itself has lost some of 
its fertility and the land cries to the skies for 
commercial fertilizer. The greater the initial 
investment that is required—the greater the 
cost of operation — then the greater the 
hazard Involved. In all this developing farm 
program, largely in a bipartisan atmosphere 
in the last 2t years, one of the chief objectives 
has been to impart a measure of stability to 
farming.

Insofar as it 3s possible to inform America's 


younger generation of farmers of the prob- 
lems that face them in their chosen vocation, 
we assume that such steps should be taken.

belatedly, it is true, by a statement that he 
did not intend in any way to reflect upon the 
loyalty of a former President. At a sacrifice 
of headlines, perhaps, and front-page space, 
the attorney general at the time he was deT

the average newspaper reader with a short 
paragraph containing the words found in the 
statement issued five days later. 


The air has been filled with such harsh 


words in these recent days. What we need 
here sorely in America is unity, not disunity. 
We won a great war in the early years of the

ning the struggle of the post-war years. These 
victories represent the single purpose of a free 
people to preserve the liberties which they 
cherish. These are not days to be dedicated 
to ordinary politicking. The old practices of 
orthodox partisanship have no place in them. 


What we have had as an almost daily diet 


for months are ugly charges. What we are 
developing in this country is an atmosphere 
of disunity and fear. What the people want 
in all of this business is the truth—the whole 
truth—so that they in turn may go on about 
their business. 


In suggesting that the door is open to 


former President Truman to perform a great 
public-service, it must be added that insofar 
as the attorney general's unfortunate Chicago 
speech was an attack upon the former Presi- 
dent's patriotism, the committee should recog- 
nize that such a charge would be resented by 
every American citizen. Mr. Truman's single- 
handed devotion to his country is too well- 
established to be kicked around in a con- 
gressional 
hearing. President 
Eisenhower 


himself took care of that phase of it, greatly 
to his credit, at a stormy press conference.

White Known To Be 
Strongly Pro-Russian

White, the alleged Communist 
spy, whom 
Attorney 
General 


Brownell has just exhumed from 
his five-year-old grave, was a 
Treasury official whom I knew 
slightly in Washington during 
World War II. A wizard in 
monetary matters, he was 
al- 


ways intensely pro-Russian, but 
at "first I attributed this to the 
fact that he had been born in 
Boston of Russian parents and 
that we were allied with Russia 
during the war. 


At the San Francisco United 


Nations 
conference 
in 
April, 


1945, 
however, I first began to 


be suspicious of Harry White. 
By that time the United States 
was having diplomatic troubles 
with Russia, and Stalin had sent 
a brusque, almost brutal note 
to Roosevelt one day before he 
died. 


Gen. 
Eisenhower at that time 


had pulled American troops back 
from the outskirts of Potsdarn 
to the River Elbe, in deference 
to Russian protests, and I recall 
that, when I broke this story, 
Harry White, whom I saw in 
San Francisco in April of 1945, 
protested against it. 


Harry Truman, 
Incidentally, 


who had taken office only a few 
days before, was much toupher 
on the Russians than Gen. Eis- 
enhower appeared to be in Ger- 
many: and "Chip" Bohlen re- 
ported that when Molotov flew . 
to Washington en route to San 
Francisco, Truman gave Molu- 
tov the dressing down of his life. 
Bohlen, who acted as interpreter, 
said he had never heard one top 
official scold another in such a 
manner. 


Shortly after that I picked up 


the first"trail of the Russian SDV 
ring in Canada—a story which 
took several months 
to nail 


down. Harry White's name en- 
tered the picture. It was difficult 
to prove that White was in- 
volved—at least to the point of 
beins safe from libel. But it cer- 
tainly looked as if White was 
one of the men 
the 
Russians 


camp to for secret' information 
in Washington. 


• £ • • £ • £ • 
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The evidence was such that I 


took it to my old friend, Fred 
Vinson, who had just been made 
secretary of the treasury. To the 
best of my recollection this was 
in midsummer of 1945 and be- 
fore the FBI submitted its re- 
port on White to 
the 
White 


House and various members of 
the cabinet. 


I told Vinson that 
while I 


could not be certain about White, 
it looked to me as if he were not 
only intensely pro-Russian but 
had been linked up with the 
Russian spy ring 
in 
Canada. 


Vinson thanked me for the in- 
formation, made no 
comment, 


but later I noticed that White 
left 
the Treasury. 
Later 
he 


turned up with the International 
Monetary Fund. 
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I never asked Fred Vinson 


what happened. 
He was 
ap- 


pointed Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court some time 
later 


and removed from the realm of 
political comment. But I did ask 
J. Edgar Hoover. I had learned 
that subsequently certain Jus- 
tice Department officials 
con- 


sidered putting White's case be- 
fore a grand 
jury 
and 
that 


Hoover had been opposed. 


When I asked Hoover about 


this, he gave the perfectly plaus- 
ible explanation that 
he . had 


White under observation, wanted 
to keep him that way in order to 
track down anv other Americans 
and Russians he might be doing 
business with. If White was 
prosecuted immedia t e 1 y. the 
other members of the spy ring 
' would be alerted and it would 
be impossible to catch them. 


About a vear and a half later, 


White's name was placed before 
a federal grand jurv which failed 
to indict him. Vincent Qumn, 
assistant 
attorney ^ general _ in 


charge of the criminal division, 
has stated that the evidence -was 
not conclusive enough to bring 
an indictment. 


My own information was sim- 


ilar. It was obtained lareelv from 
British sources, not 
from 
the 


storv ?iven by Elizabeth Bent- 
ley. Indirectly"it came from Igor 
Oou^enko, the code Herk in the 
Russian legation in Ottawa, who 
pventuallv smiled tbe bean-; to 
the Roval Mounted Police. Gou-. 
z°nko indicate that there was a 
man in the U.S. Treasurv 
the 


Russians contacted for informa- 
tion, he was not ciuite clear as 
to who he vqs. though the signs 
pointed to While.

Wisdom of Browne// 
Attack Is Questioned 


WASHINGTON — The presiden- 


tial press conference has been 
compared to the question hour 
in the House of Commons when 
members of the opposition can 
ask members of the government 
about any aspect of government 
policy. Usually the press confer- 
ence falls far short because news- 
papermen do not have the author- 
ity under the circumstances to 
push their inquiries beyond a 
certain limit. 


But 
President 
Eisenhower's 


press conference which was taken 
up almost entirely with the issue 
of Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell 
Jr. versus Harry S. Truman was 
an exception. With a determina- 
tion that the parliamentary op- 
position might have envied the 
reporters persisted in trying to 
get answers to all the unanswered 
questions in this strange case. 
They were so persistent that 
finally the President with a grim 
expression announced he would 
refuse to reply to any more in- 
quiries on the subject. 


He did succeed, however, in 


casting further doubt on the whole 
Brownell operation. In a speech 
before a luncheon club in Chi- 
cago the attorney general said 
that former Presdent Truman ap- 
pointed Harry Dexter White to an 
important position after he had 
been informed that White was a 
Russian spy. He said he had the 
approval of President Eisenhower 
before he made his speech. 


Yet Eisenhower told reporters 


at his conference that H was in- 
conceivable that Truman could 
hare known of the FBI report at 
the time of White's appointment. 
He said he had informed his at- 
torney general, 
after 
hearimg 


there was informatkNi hi tbe files 
on subversion in government, that 
he would have to let his own 
conscience guide him abovt the 
use to be made of that informa- 
tion. It was obvious, however, 
that the President had not un- 
derstood the far-reaching impli- 
cations of the disclosure Brown- 
ell proposed to make. 


The questions were pressed 


particularly on the point of 
whether the President believed 
it was correct procedure to re- 
lease FBI information on charges 
considered by a grand jury in- 
sufficient to bring an indictment. 
Here, of course, he was on 
ground that he quite frankly ad- 
mitted was unfamiliar. 


So many questions remain un- 


answered and judging by the ap- 
proach in Congress there is little 
likelihood of an objective look 
at all the facts 
in the case. 


President Eisenhower went a 
long way toward repudiating 
Brownell but he went further in 
rejecting the action of Chairman 
Harold Velde m subpoenaing 
Truman to appear before the 
House un-American 
Activities

To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: On Tuesday, Oct. 27. there 
was an article on the front page 
of The Star telling of the resigna- 
tion of the secretary of the Ed- 
ucational School L a n d s and 
Funds, also some very interest- 
ing figures, as follows: That there 
are about 1.600.000 acres of school 
land in Nebraska <actually there 
are 1.638.156 acres): that the ap- 
praised value of this land was 
$6.405.029. and that it was leased 
for agricultural purposes to yield 
6 per cent on the appraised valua- 
tion. 
By dividing the valuation by 


the number of acres, you arrive 
at the astounding figure of about 
S3.90 an acre, and multiplying 
the S3.90 by € per cent, you ar- 
rive at 1he figure of less than 24 
cents *n acre, the actual gross 
revenue received from the rental 
of our school lands. I beliei-e 
that the taxes on our privately 
owned farms in Nebraska will 
average more than three times 
as much per acre per year, but 
this situation has been radically 
changed. 


About two years ago the com- 


mission reappraised our school 
lands. The value now is S18.- 
703.665. or an average of almost

rental amounts to almost 69 cents 
per acre per year.

million tons of roughage, and 150 
days of pasture. The greatest 
competitors of the nutrients sup- 
plied from the concentrates are 
the nutrients supplied by the 
roughages. He expects this com- 
petition to become keener as 
farmers 
continue to 
improve 


their methods and techniques in 
harvesting and storing higher- 
quality roughages. 


Dr. John Matsushima. assistant 


professor of animal husbandry at 
the College of Agriculture, em- 
phasized that the feeding of ani- 
mal fats in livestock rations, will 
perhaps aid in the consumption 
of very large quantities of the 
surplus supply.

TEHERAN, Iran 
(IP) — ThV 


royalist government's 
security 


forces killed two persons and 
arrested 140 here Thursday to 
quell rioting by Communists and 
extreme Nationalists in behalf of 
Mohammed Mossadegh, the ex- 
premier accused of treason. 


Rain helped clear the streets. 
Police, troops 
and t a n k s 


clamped the tightest grip on 
Teheran since Gen. Fazollah 
Zahedi overthrew Mossadegh in 
the name of the Shah and as- 
sumed the premiership Aug. 19. 


Soldiers' 
rifles 
and 
police 


clubs were brought into play to 
check roving gangs of thousands 
of youths, some obeying Commu- 
nist-nationalist 
orders 
for 
a 


general strike, who roamed the 
main 
thoroughfares 
shouting 


"long live Mossadegh." 


Brig. Teimour Bakhtiar. com- 


mander of an armored unit, said 
two were shot dead when troops 
fired to break up a melee at the 
intersection of two streets bear- 
ing names of the royal family, 
Shah Reza and Pahlevi. Squares 
and bazaars were heavily gar- 
risoned. 
The strike, called in sympathy 


for Mossadegh shortly before an 
army court martial started a 
hearing on his case last Satur- 
day, appeared to have collapsed. 


Public services, government 


offices and most shops did busi- 
ness as usual although hundreds 
of merchants—most of them an- 
ti-Communist 
but 
pro-Mossa- 


degh—kept their shutters down. 


Schools 
operated 
normally. 


The University of Teheran set- 
tled to work after a jittery start 
in which isolated s t u d e n t s 
shouted pro-Mossadegh slogans 
and then ducked out of sight. 


At his hearing Thursday in 


the desert prison of Saltanata- 
bad, Mossadegh again lectured 
the five-man Army court on 
modern politics. 
He persisted 


despite cautions from the chair- 
man, Gen. Nasrollah Moghbeli, 
to stick to the point, which is 
whether the court is competent 
to judge him. 
"I had no intention to be- 


come shah or president," Mossa- 
degh said. "I have always been 
loyal to the Shah."

City Fines, Penalties Must 
Go to Schools Ruling Holds 


The Attorney General's office 


ruled Thursday that all fines and 
penalties collected for violation 
of city ordinances, no matter 
how small the amount, must go 
into the school fund. 


State Supt. F. B. Decker asked 


for the opinion, asking if the 
rule applies to overtime park- 
ing penalties as well as to fines 
collection for other violations. 


He pointed out that in some 


instances the penalty may not 
be more than 25 cents, where 
the police department uses a 
ticket and the motorist appears 
at the station and pays the pen- 
alty before the case gets into 
court. 


Decker asked for the ruling as 


the result of a request from W 
W. Cook, president of the Bea- 
trice school board. 


The Beatrice board disagreed 


with City Treasurer Troy Ward 
who holds that the parking me- 
ter courtesy fines should go to 
the police fund at Beatrice Vi- 
olators of a parking ticket at 
Beatrice are given 48 houis to 
place five cents in an envelope 
and return to the police depart- 
ment, or face the assessed 50 
cent fee. 
Since the violation cards do 


not go through the Beatrice Po- 
lice Court, but are issued by the 
police department it has been 
contended that the school board 
has no right to the funds. 
If 


the fees are not paid a warrant 
is issued through the Police 
Court, and this goes into the 
school fund 
Treasurer Ward indicated that 


he would probably seek the ad- 
vice of an attorney on appealing 
the ruling. 
Amount N6t Vital 


The attorney general's opinion 


said' 
"The amounts so collected as 


penalties must be paid over to 
the schools, even though the 
amounts involved in each indi- 
vidual case may be small, and 
even though the cost of adminis- 
tration of the ordinance in itself 
exceeds the amount collected " 


"In Nebraska history," the 


opinion continued, "there have 
been a number of unsuccessful 
attempts to divert fines and pen- 
alties from the school funds 
But one of the basic reasons 
why fines go into the school 


fund is that fines supposedly are 
not levied for the purpose of 
raising revenue, but are im- 
posed as a deterrent upon the 
individual who has violated the 
law." 


The opinion added' 
"There is a strong feeling that 


some abuse might result if the 
city which passed the ordinance 
and fixed the amount of the pen- 
alty for its violation, and which 
through its own officers deter- 
mined and imposed the amount 
of the penalty in case of viola- 
tion, should also have the right 
to retain the proceeds of the 
fine which it had thus created 
and imposed.
